THE committee of this Aſſociation, keeping in 
„ view the object for which the Aſſociation was 
At firſt formed, and anxious to diſcharge the Truſt 
delegated to them from the General Meeting, think 
tit incumbent upon them to call the Attention of the 
Public to the preſent State of the Country, which 
they conceive to be ſuch as to require the continued 
Exertion of its Friends, to repel the Enemy that | 
may threaten from without, and to counteract the | 
daring Spirit of thoſe more dangerous Enemies that 
-wiſh to diſturb its domeſtic Peace. 
The happy Effect of collecting theSentiments and 
bringing together the Friends of the Conſtitution, 
was immediately and ſenſibly felt throughout the 
Kingdom. The firm and decided Voice of the Peo- 
ple diſſipated the Fears with which the Friends of 
Order and Peace were impreſſed from the Language 
of Triumph that had been held by its Enemies and 3 
from the viſible Effect of their Arts upon the lower 
Orders of Society. They ſaw the well affected flock 3 
around the Sanda of Loyalty with a Zeal that be- f 
ſppke the deep Impreſſion. which they had of the 1 
Value of their preſent Bleſſings ; and the Spirit of 
 Diffaffection ſhrunk from an Appeal which it add 
jtſelf challenged and provoked, diſappointed at tze | 
Event fo contrary to their boaſted Strength. Con- 
ncdence and Satisfaction wy where 3 and 
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but for the wanton and unprovoked Aggreſſion of 
France, we bad ſtill remained, both a+ Home and 
Abroad, in the Enjoyment of the Bleſſings of Peace. 
But the Leaders of Diſaffection, availing themſel ves 
of the nece ſſary Burdens and the common Calamities 
of War, a War in which we have been embroiled by 
their own Intrigues, the Neceſſity and the Conſe= 
quences of which none can more ſincerely lament 
than ourſelves, have begun again to erect the ſtand- 
ard of Sedition, and with no common Zeal to under- 
mine the Confidence of the People in their Conſtitu- , 
tion, their Government and Laws. 
The Committee have the fulleſt Confidence in the 
Loyalty, the Integrity, the conſtitutional and moral 
Principles of their Countrymen of every Deſcription, 
and as this Aſſociation before declared, are ſtill of 

Opinion, © that the lower Orders ofthe People, when 
left to the fair Exerciſe of their Judgment, and the 
Impreſſions of their own Minds, without any of the 
Arts that are employed to make them believe that 
they are otherwiſe, feel that they are ee and happy;” | 
but, when ſo much Pains are taken to ſeduce them - 
from their Allegiance to the Government, and to 
make them diſſatisfied with thelr Condition, the 
Committee would be wanting 0 their own Safety, 


and to the Ends of their A ppointment, if they were 


not to be watchful of a Spirit ſo dangerous to the 
Peace of Society; and to- interpoſe the temperate 
and faithful Counſels of Experience and ſober eflec- 
tion to check its Pro reſs and countera@ its Effects. 
The Poor on whom theſe Deluſions are practiſed, 
though perfectly Pen. in their Diſpoſitions, 
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cike and confident in the Protection and Care 
of their Superiors, are Men not accuſtomed to deep 
Reflection, and therefore not prepared to diſcern 
the Fallacies and ſee through the Deſigns of: thoſe 
who profeſs themſelves their Friends. They may 
be deceived by affected Sympathy and Concern for 


a meir Condition; and from the Pictures of Hard- 


ſhip and Oppreſſion which are painted for them, 
may at length be induced to fancy thoſe Oppreſ- 
ſions real. They may be tempted by the Proſpects 
which are held forth to them, to envy and diſturb 
the Property of others, without conſidering that to 
diſpoſſeſs another will add nothing to themſelves. 
It becomes therefore the Duty of this Committee, 
the Duty of all who are Friends to Religion, to 
Order and Peace, to warn them of their Danger; 
to confirm them in their Attachment to Govern 
ment, their juſt Opinion of the Rights of Property, 
their Subordination and Duties in their ſeveral Re- 
lations, as Citizens and Men; to convince them 
that to diſturb the Poſſeſſion of Property, would cut 
off the Sources of national Proſperity, and the very 
Means by which the Peaſant and the Manufacturer 
find Employ; to ſhew them from the Experience 
of France, that the Spoils of the Nation fall not to 
them; compelled. by Famine and the Guillotine to 
fight the Battles of their Leaders, without Advan- 
tage to themſelves, and without any other Means 


to earn Weir Bread. „ 
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Thefe are Truths which this Committee owe to 
themſelves, to the Community at large, and to the 
Poor in particular, to ſuggeſt io their ſober Reflec- 
tion, while Paſſion and Tumult are yet at a Diſtances 
and the calm Voice of Reaſon can be heard, - 

As Friends to the Poor, whoſe Comfort upon all 
Occaſions forms ſo large a Part in the Concern of 
their Superiors, it is their Duty to lead them to di- 
ſtinguiſh between their real Friends, who now af. 
ford Employmeut tothe Induſtrious, Relief to the 

Needy, and to all, of whatever Condition, the 
fulleſt Enjoyment of their Rights, and thoſe pre- 
tended Friends, who under the Mask of Advocates 
for the Poor, would excite them to leave the 
Labours which afford them the Means of an 
honeſt Subſiſtence; to forfeit the Chamcter, which, 
however poor, it has always been their Pride to 
ſuſtain; to become the Tools of deſperate and am- 


© bitious Leaders, who, when they have ſerved their 


own Purpoſe, would become real eh and 
Oppreſſors to them.
